mynde bee contented , And this due fourme of 


' Juſtice 
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iuſtice obſerued, with the conformitie of his other 
dealinges,ſhalbe vnto the Captaine,a foundation 
of molt highe enterpriſes, For the generall, perfor- 
ming towardes the ſouldiers,al that on his part is 
to be perfourmed $ he may the better expoſtulate 
and requyre in them their endeuours and duityes, 
which alſo they will the more willingly doe, if 
_ they be wel paied of their wages, which principally 
muſt be prouided for , for money is the{ynewes 
of warre, & the Captaine ought not to ſuſpende 
or delaye the paye of theſameany time,except for 
eſpeciall occaſion , When the generall oweth not 
vnto theſouldicr,but he hath his wages payed, he 
may franklye comaund him to any ſeruyce of the 
warrcs . Furthermore this vertue of Tuſtice chiete- 


 liepreſerueth the dygnitie of the Captaine, that 


'thefouldyers loue him, feare him, and reuerence 
bim,forthis is the hoope and bande that bindeth 
faſt together,and ſtrengrhneth all the ſtate and af- 
 faires of the warre, This Iuſticein the Captaine in- 
cludeth two other vertues:that he be liberal where 
cauſcis,and to be temperate and continent of his 
luſt and affetions to any other vanitie, Tempe- 
rance is generally defined in this Latine verſe, Ef 
 wirtwsplacitss abſtinuiſſe bonis: A vertue of ref! rayning Or 
abſtinence from alluring euils,whetherit be coue- 
toulnes,ambition,wanton pleaſures,or ſuch like, 
For modeſtic of Magiſtrates or Gouernours, due 
obſeruarion of [uſtice, and iuſt diſtributing of ho- 
nours,preſerueth ſtates trom {ſedition, T his vertue, 

great 
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orcate Alexander,to his greateſt honour,vſed to- 
wardes the captiue daughters of Darius, And Sci- 
pioafter the expugnation and winnyng of new 
Carthage in Spayne,the wyfe of Luceius(a Prince 
of that Countrey)ot moſt rare & excellent beaw- 
tyc beyng brought vnto him, heſenther, andall 
that ſhe had ſaute, and vntouched, very honorablie 

alſo accompanied home vnto her huſband . The 

fame of whole {inguler verrue, & knightlye parte, 
afterwardes procured him great honour of the 
Spanicrdes, with much helpe and furtherance in 
his warres there, The wanteof which vertue,cau- 
ſed Marcus Antonius to be ſurpriſed in the daly- 
ance of Cleopatra,neglecting his warres,and de- 
fence, whereby he was onerthrowen of Avguſtus 
Czxſar . Holifernes by like vice was curtoled of 
his head, and the huge hofſte of the Aſſyrians dy[- 
perſed. The valure of Sampſon by likedoting was 
cut of, The Empires and Monarchyes of the A 
ſyriens and Perſians ſonke in delicate pleaſures, 
and in intemperance were loſt, &all is the ſpoyle 
of the hardie,manlike, and martial ſouldier, which 
ough,tlike the noble knight Hypolitus to flye the 
bayres of effeminate wantonnefle,and ſynke of ins 
teperance,ſeking to reach the Banner of renowme 
inthe higheſt roppe of vertues tower, following. 


valiant exerciſes, which maketh the bodic ſtronge 


and healthye,and the perſon honorablet the other 
hath contrarie effectes, 
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Of Prudence,the fourth vertuc in a Captaine, 


PRudence,is an excellentyertue ( as neceſſarye 


as any thing for our Captaine)which by good 
duite,6 prudent foreſighr,guydeth the preſet af-

come, This Prudece muſt haue deliberate cofide-

conſideration of the quality of his ſouldiers, good 


 araye of his Battailles,diligent cſpyall of his ene- 


mies doynges,due eſtimation of th e,for the opor- 


tunitye,and occa(ion of takyng of any adnaiitage, 


and tor the auoydinge ot all inconueniences, tor 
the prouiſion of all neceſſarics for the campe,for 
viynge the endeuours of euery one, as he is moſt 
mete,for the aſſocyatingevnto his weighty and ſe- 
crete counſailes and practiſes, men of iudgement 
wile, of inuention politike, and truſt approued. 


 Andhow to trye,and finde thetruftyetprudence 
alſo,by meanes diſcerneth, F orall thy deuiſes,ex- 
cept they be concealed, and cloſe kept from the 


enemy,til the time of practiſe of the ſame, they be 


ſeeldoe auailable.& oftentimes hurtful. And as the 


good colideration & iudgemet of a Capraine is to 
be ſenein thoſe pointes before remEbred,& ought 
euer toaccompanye his doinges:So is inuention 


requiſyte 
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requyſite vnto hym,to deuyſe how to cutt of the 
ſtrength of the enemye, or circumuent hym, for _ 


by this,manie thinges haue ben atchieued, which 
force could not winne, What the policye of Ci- 
non and Vliſſes at the battaill of Troye, and Zo-_ 
pyrus amonge the Babilonians auayled, itis no- 
_ toriouſlye knowne, This inuentio, and cunninge 
_ to entrapp the enemye, Hanniball had at will,and 
oftentymes plagued the Romaines therewith all. 
but at the laſt when he had remayned diners yea- 
res in Italye, waitinge and deſtroyinge of the col 
trey,& the Romaynes could by no meanes dryue 
him foorthe, Cornelius Scipio founde out the 
waye to ryd him, geuinge this prudent aduiſe vn- 
to the Romaines, that thzy ſhould ſende an armye 
to inuade Aﬀricke,and beſyege Carthage,whiche 
_ was the head of theenemies Empyre, ſhewinge 
thartheſtrokeat the head as it is molt daungerouss 

ſo itis moſt feared:8 as when the harte is afrayde, . 
the bloud reſorteth from other partes,vnto the | 
comforte thereof, as the principall torchouſe of 

lyfet Softyd Scipio, the Carthaginoys pinched

not come to hurtethem,by which rraine and or- 


der, the French hoſte tumblinge downe in diſor- 
der, was oucrthrowne t whiche inuention is the 
mort honorable, for that it is credible to be of the 
kyng:s owne deuiſinge, About the time of the ta- 


 kinge of Bullen,by kynge Henrie the eyght, this 


practiſe was vicd by a noble Englyſhe Captayne, 
forthe winninge of a towne(which was defeded 
on the weaker parte thereof by a mariſhe , ſo that 
ordynaunce could not bee planted to batter the 
ſam<c)he cauſed pieces of light od to be {ecret- 
lie made,and cunninglye painted likegunnes,and 
layinge bordes vppon the mariſhe, ſo conueyed 
ouer his diſguyſed crdinaunce, by terror whereof 
atthe firſt ſummons haſtelic made, with great ma- 
nafle and thewe of the pretended batterye : the 

rownerendred and yelded vppe vnto him, Great = 
Alexander vſed this ciiningeto getta fort of won-

kingea great ſhoute,or noyſe of triumph on a {a-

Xenophon wrote vnto king Cyrus , tnata Go- 
ucrnourought to betowardes his people kinde;as 
a father rowardzhis childr-n, To note ſomeexame 
ples of tnys vertue, weireadethat the great kinge 
Mith:jdares vſed ſuch diligence, and had ſuch re- 
gard- vnto all his comen ſouldter ., that ofa great 
armiz,h2coulde call eurry man, priuatelye by hys 
name ,and hauinge people of morethen xx,ſeue- 
rl nati0s, & angbaren tn tal-e varo them 
all famil:izrly in their proper Cofirrey ſpeach-. fhz 
ercatking Cyrus before rem@bred, which foided 
the Monarchye of the Perſians, vicd great affabi- 
| litie towardes his ſouldiers. T he excellent Cap- 
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_ tayneScipio,is noted, and honoured for this cur-

of the Armiet Belinus and Brennus two Princes, 
beyng brothers, were toyntlye gouernours ouer 
their armie, with which they ſubdued a great parte 
of Fraunce, Germayne, and ltalye, Fabius,and 


-Porſenna,were likewiſe conftituted ouer the Ro- 
 mainearmie, againſt the ſame Belinus and Bren# 
nus,R omulus and Remus, by equall aucthorttie 


guyding theirarmie,ſurpriſed the Cytic of Alba. 


King Mithridates,& Tigranes,ioyntly, lead their 


powers againſt the Romaines.Caſlius,8 Brutus, 


Craflus,by Parthian fallhood {laine, the relyques 


were ioygned generalles againſt Octauius Czlar, 


and Antonius, Fabius & Minutius,were thought 


to be well matched together againſt Hanniballz 
cheone graue, and ſomewhat ſlowe by his age,the 


_ other hotr, quicke, and luſty,the one excelling 1n 
aduiſeand experience, the other better able to 


ſtyrre and endure paynes , So that albeit,it hath 
bene more vied,to ordayne,and depute one onely 
generall ouer an armie, yet twayne may doevery 
well, as itappeareth by the examples before re- 


cited, which may the rather be allowed , for that 
re one Generall being ficke, hurt,or ſlaync, yet 


the Armie is not deſtitute of a heade, or guide. 


which ſometime is the cauſe of loſle of a battaile,

of an armye of-the Romainest ona time when a 
battaill went verie harde with him, hauinge in 
hys armie, fiftteenc hundred hyred Souldiours, 
of whoſe truſt and endeuour he doubted, conſy- 
deringe the ſtrayghtes and daunger whereinhys 
armye-ſtoode, hepromiſed vntohis ſayd ſtrafige 
retinue, thatif they woulde extende their valure _ 
to the wynnynge of the fielde , to-make euerye 
man of them a Cytyzen , and'free cf Roomez 
whiche in thattime was a thinge hyghlie regar- 
ded of ſtraungers , forthe honour, great aduaun- 
tages,and noble fraunchyſes thereof, wherewith: 
becinge encouraged, they ſpared not.to hazarde 
their lyues , vſinge ſuche endeuour that the fielde 
was wonne, And notwyth ſtandynge that by the 
ordynaunces of the Cytye, noeman myght bee 
madea.Cytizen withoutthecoſent of Re abotg 
yet hee alleagynge beefore them, that neceſly- 
tye is aboue lawe, and that then tyme- ferued 
not to ſecke the lawes , but-rather requyred ro _ 
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breake them , hee obtayned the graunted free- 
dome vnto the ſouldiours, and honourablyec bys 
promiſe was perfourmed , And itis not incon- 
uenient, thatthe prynce ſhould gecue hym cre- 
dit, power , and aucthoritie in ſmaller matters, 
ynto whoſe order and wiſedome hee hath com- 
mitted an armic, whichis the ſtrength of the prin- 
ecs eſtate. which truſt if it can not ſaufely be com- 
mitted vnto onc,it were better to ioyne an other 
in gouernment vnto him , then that the place of 
the generall ſhoulde lacke or bee lame of power. 
Nowe toſee what the generall oughtto deſyre or 
ſecke to gaine by the warres,infinite examples of 
the antiquitie do ſhew, eſpecially in the moſt flo-

_ Captaynes ſought and endeuoured by victoryes 
topurchaſefameynto them ſclues , honour, and 
aduauncement vnto their countreys, and com- 
mon wealthes which they loued ſo dearelie, and 
regarded ſo highlie, that their endeuours(vſed & 
_ employed for the benefit of the ſameYſeeme to ſur 
mountalmoſt the power of men,and alſo credite, 
_ Clad was he which by dying valiantly, could fin- 
gulerlyeprofite his countrey , As Brutus the firſt 
Conlul, Horatius Cocles,the two Decij, Curtius, 
Atilius Regulus , Scuola, Lucinius Dentatus, 
_ © Codrus, Leonidas , and iii; hundred gentleme of 
Lacedemon with him. And ofthe ſpoiles & priſes 
of their conquelts,the great captaines of Rocme 


and 
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and Grecia enriched them {clues little , but ren- 
died all to the publique treaſure, & behoute of the 
comen wealth, So that diuers Dictatoures (which

was the place ofagreat Prince, and Gouernour, - 
ouer the whole Empyre, duringethe time of the 


warres)after the ſamefi niſhed, and ar kinges by 


them conquered , and lead in triumphe with all 


their treaſures, and {ubſtance, yet haue they retur- 


ned little thericher(for all thatwhich paſled tho- 
rough theirhandes)to their ouldeſtate,and meane 
degree of liuynge, from whencethey weare called, 


not for their Lordſhip, but for their vertues. And. 


ſome of them after, liuynge thriftelye ofa little, 
haue dyed poſſeſſed of fo thortſubſtancet that for 
the iuſt honour of their funcralles, due vnto pat< 
ſonages of ſo great vertues,for want of their owne 
abilitie, the commen Treaſure hath ſupplied the 
charges,and expences thereunto , And thoughe 
ſome eſteeme tameas a bare rewarde , without 


fruites of profit, yet they regarded nothing of ry-

ordained for honour to victours,8 coquerours, 
triumphes, whearein their Generall returninge in 
great pompe from the warres , all his Captaines 
& ſpoyles following his Emperiall charyor,hewas 
with his Armic reccaued ofhis Countrey with all 
oye and honour thatmight be deuiſed,ereinge 
alſo for the perpetuall fame,and memory of ſuch 


as had greatly aduaunced their Countrey, images

Delicate cuſtome, and lycentious liuynge ſpoylcd

pleinrifull pleaſures, and fine faſhyonsof the cu- 
ryous Citizens of Capua,whearethey ſojourned, 
by whichthe tuſte reproofe followed; and was

uinge ouer all v-rtue, and woorthye excercyles, 
hath oft:red occaſion,to beſo often ouercome by 
r:c Hunnes, Gorthes, Sayſſers,Spanycrdes, and 
Frenchmcn,and ſo haue fallen, and ſhall decaye 
as manye Nations, as geeue ouerthem ſelues to 
lyke eftcminate b-aſtelyke , and fl-wthtull lyfe, 
And tnearefore thoſe Princes which raygne in 
teſte onelyz by fortune, ſtande vppon wheeles, 
roulinge towardes ruyne?2

IN Owe Wl choyſecf our good ſouldiour,for 

© thelykelihode of his ſtrength , courage, and 
actiuitie,to ſert downe a precyle order, for the 
fame by his ſhoulders, breſt, armes,thyghes, feete, 
or compoſition of anie other parte of the bodye; I 
houlde it moſt vaynet ſeeinge that good iudge- 
ment, by theeyediſcerneth thereof playnelie,and 
wyſedomecaſclye tindeth outfitte exercyſes for 
certayne proofeand tryall hereof , and it is not 
poſſible to hauea greatarmie of men,ſo framed in 
all pointes, butthecourage & mynde is as much 
to bod reſpected as the bodye. But it is neceſſarye 
to bee conſidered, of what age, trade, and maner 
of lyuinge, beſt choyſe of ſouldiers maye be made, 
For their age, theluſtieſt time of youth for ſtrength, 
and to on ure trauaile,1s meeteſt, as betwene the 
yeares of two and rwentye, and towardes fiftic. 
How beit,great Alexander had manie of hys beſt 
ſouldiers,aboue thoſe yeares of age. And for their 
excrcyle or trade of lyfe, firſt it is cleare, that the 
ſtronger,better breathed,and harder man of bodie 
by nature orcuſtome, is the more auaylable for 
 warres? and therefore it is to conclude, that men 
_ ofſucheaccupations,asare accuſtomed moſt to 


labour 
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labour withthe ſtrengthof their armes, are to bee 
| - | | 
preferred for this purpoſe , as ſmythes, butchers, 
maſons , dyggers in mynes, Carpenters, & moſt 
principallye the huſbandman , both tor his won- 
ted enduringe of hardnes in fare, and of all wea- 
thers and royle in the ftelde, beeingeallo for the 
more parte,of honeſt inclinati6,& thriftie, which 
be good partes in a ſouldier, And thedaintier forte 
of icruinge men & riotous fellowes,are leaſt profi- 
table herein, But the como ſpeache of fencers,that 
they be neuer good fouldiours, proceadeth not of 
iudgemet,For though there be of them,as of other 
men, ſome faynte fellowes,yet for the more part, 
that inclynation 8 delight in thevſe of weapons, 
ſheweth ſome manlike courage, & the practiſe & 
ſkill therein, breadeth hardines ; and albeit there 
be other ſortes of weapons vſed in warres,yet the 
_ exercyſe of theſc ,cauſerh nimblenes & actiuitye 
to handle anic other: And therefore if he bee not 
otherwiſe vnrulic, or naughtelyegeuen,, he thatis 
practyſed and {kilfull in viynge of weapons, 
1s Iykelye to prooue a valyauntandan excellent 
ſouldiour, But hee that feareth nor to receaue 
hurte, excepte heknowe howe to inflicte daun- 
er & doe harmes vnto the encmie,is not profita- 
ble.

Tullus Hoſtilius,and Ancus Mar- 
tius kinges theare, beſtowed greate trauayle and in- 
duſtryc , in encreaſinge the ſayde Diſciplyne of 
warre . In Lacedzmon a Citye of Grecia, which 
by excellent gouernement grewe to haue domi- 


_.. Non Quer dyuers Kingdomes , Lycurgus the po«: 


litique Prince , amonge his Lawes and cuſto- 
mes, whiche heeeſtablifſked theare, ordayned 
that all ſpare tyme ſhoulde bee expended in vertu- 
ous exerciles., and principallye in the noble prac- 
tyles of Armes , to gett honour, and ſoucrayne-- 

te 
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rye ofthe enemyes, cleane cuttinge of vnthriftye, 
waſtfull ryott, abandoningedelycate nyceneſſe, 
and banyſhinge idle, and chyldiſhe Games , as 
commen Cardeplaye, Cayles, Coytes , Slyde- 
bourde, Bowles, and Blowepoynt, which weare _ 
throwen oute of the commen yh . From 
whence allo hee dyſcarded and expelled, Jang.
